•^HE REV. GEORGE ALLEN was born Febru- 
ary ist, 1792, and died on the 31st of March, 
1883, aged ninety-one years and two months. He 
graduated at Yale College in 18 13, and actively 
discharged the duties of his profession for more than 
fifty years. In the course of his long life he was 
brought in contact with many of the distinguished 
characters of his time; and his retentive memory 
reaching back into the last century was replete with 
reminiscence of persons and events. In the anti- 
slavery conflict he was intimately associated with 
most of the noted advocates of freedom, of whom 
his recollections are of great interest. He was the 
author of the celebrated Freesoil resolution of 1848. 

In the Christian ministry Mr. Allen maintained a 
high position, and his influence among his clerical

brethren was widely felt. His learning was thorough, 
and his extensive information made him an author- 
ity.
